i. Pending the decision of the Provincial Govern- 
ment on the above subject, if was decided that rules 
for the election of members of the Constitution- 
making Durbar of the 25 Khasl States only be framed 
for the present and that these rules be called Part-I. 
Thereafter, if the Provincial Government agreed to 
the unification (f all Khasi-Jaintia Territory as 
envisaged in the instrument of Accession and the 
Standstill Agreement, Part-II of the rules will be 
framed to bring la the Non-State areas into the 
fold.

Rales For The Election Of Members To the 
Constitotion-Makii^'g Durbar Of The l;hasi&

PART-I (KHASI STATES) 
CONSTITUTION-MAKING DURBAR : 

1. There will be a Constitution- Making Durbar 
for the 25 Khasl States which should be put into 
effect as early as possible. 
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2. MEMBERS OF THE CONSTITUTION- 
MAKING DURBAR 5 

The Durbar will Include the following! — 

(1) The Headi of the 25 Khasl States. In 
the case of Sheila and Mawlong which have 
more than one head, the heads shall elect one 
from among themselves in each State to 
represent them. 

P.S. : The head of each State will be a 
member even if he !s a minor. 

(ii) For every 4000 people in any State there 
shall be elected one member according to the 
rules here inafter prescribed. If a State has 
less than 4000 people, one member shall be 
elected (this will give small States enough 
weightege). States having a population of over 
4000 shall be divided into constituencies, due 
regard being paid to the population and 
geographical contiquity of each constituency. 
In any constituency thus formed, population of 
over 4000 but less than 6000 shall elect only one 
member. 

Non-Khasis numbering 2000 or over shall be 
deducted from the total population of each State. 

Indigenous tribal residents (i.e. the Garos in 
Nongstoin State etc.) of the Khasl States will have 
the right to vote, 

(Hi) Eight persons to be nominated by the 
Constitution-making Durbar itself. 

(P.S. ; For the purpose ot nominating these 
eight persons, each member will vote for 
eight different persons). 



(iv) Tke 1941 Cefistts sball fskfti as the 
basis for population. 

3. QUALIFICATION OF A VOTER : 

(i) Only adult males, l.e.itales of 18 and above 
we eligible as voters. 

(il) Persons of unsound mind are not eligible 
as a voters. 

(iii) Only Kbasis are eligible as voters. A non- 
Khasi is not eligible to vote even if be has a 
Khasl wife, but his children by a Khas! wife 
are eligible for franchise provided that they 
are otherwise qualified. 

(Iv) Indigenous scheduled tribal resident (i e. 
Garos ets). are eligible as voters. 

(P. S : The decision of the Dominion Agent or 
his Assistants about the age of a voter shall 
be final). 

4. PRESCRIBED DATE : 

The 31st March 194ii is fixed a “prescribed 
date” with reference to which the age of any votsr 
is to be calculated. 

5. CANDIDATURE : 

(i) A Khasi of 21 years or over is eligible 
to be a Candidate. 

(ii) A person who is not a voter in any paitcular 
constituency is not eligible for candidature in 
that constituency. 
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(Hi) Each candidate shall submit to the Do- 
minion Agent an application In the following 
form — 

a) Name of the candidate 

b) Name of bis mother. 

c) His age. 

d) The village & State to which he belongs. 

e) The riames of two persons supporting 
his candidature together with their 
villages and State. 

f ) The name of the Constituency for which 
he stands as a candidate, 

P.S. : The candidate and bis supporters shall 
sign or affix their L.T.l’s to the application 
together with the date. The supporters must 
be from within the constituency. 

2) Each candidate shall file an appliatlon to- 
gether with a deposit of Rs 2i)/- which shall be 
credited to the Khasi Stats Deposit Accounts and 
shall not be refundable. 

3) Each State also shall contribute Rs. 20/- 
for its Head who is tne ex offic’o memter of the 
Durbar. This contribution slso shall be deposited 
to the Deposit Accounts of the Khasi States. 

4) No candidate shall be allowed to stand for 
more than one constituency. 

6. NOTIFICATION OF THE DAY OF 
ELECTION ; 

(1) The date of the election and the Polling 
Station shall be published at lease IS dayi 
befbre hand in the constituency. 
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(ii) The Dominion Agent or his Assistant shall 
publish the dates and places of election. 

7. CONDUCT OF THE ELECTIONS : 

The Dominion Agent and his Assistants shall 
conduct the elections. Representatives of all Political 
Organisations may be present at each Polling Station. 

8. GENERAL ; 

(1) A voter cannot vole in more than one 
constituency, and he can choose to vote in a 

E lace where he is either a resident or where 
e is a subject of the State concerned. 

(ii) A “Khasl” includes a Jaintla. 

(iii) Minor details about the elections will be 
decided by the Dominion Agent and his decision 
will be final. 

(Iv) Delimitation of the constituencies will be 
done by the Dominion Agent excepting in 
Mylliem and Khyrim States which shall be 
done in consultation with the Siems concerted.

1. There will be a Constitution-raakiog Durbar 
for the 25 Khasi States which should be put into 
effect es early as possible 

2. MEMBERS OF THE CONSTITUTION- 
MAKING DURBAR: 

The Durbar will include the following ; 

(1) The Heads of the 25 Khas' States. In 
the case of Sheila and Mawlonnr vihich have 
more than one head, the heads shall elect 
one from among themselves in each Stde to 
represent them. 

P.S. ; The head of each State will be a member 
even If he is a minor. 

tli) For every 4000 people 5n any state there 
sholl be elected ono Member according to 
the rules hore’nnfter prescribed. If a State has 
less than 4000 people, one Member shall be 
elected (this wB’ give small States enough 
welghtageh States hiving p - population of over 
4000 sh 11 be divided into constituencies, due 
regard beirg paid to the populat’on and 
geographical continuity of each constituency. 
In any constltuencv thus formed, population 
of over 4000 but less than 6000 shall elect 
only one member.

P. S. ; For the purpose of nominating the 4 
persons by the Constitution Making Dur- 
bar, each member will be entitled to have

(iv) The 1941 Ceiisus shall be taken as the 
the basis for population* 

3, Qualificatioa of voter : 

(i) Only adult males, i. e. males of 18 years and 
above are eligible as voters in the Rural State 
areas outside the Shillong Administered Areas. 

In the Shillong Administered Areas both males 
and females of 1 8 years and above wUl be eligible 
as voters and candidates. 

NOTE : It has been agreed by all parties atten 
ding the Conference with his Excellency that 
“votes for women” should be given the earliest 
possible consideration by the Constitution-Making 
Durbar when constituted. 

(il) Persons of unsound mind are not eligible 
as voters. 



(lii) Only Khasis are eligible as voters A Non- 
Khasi is not eligible to vote even if he has a 
Khasl wife, but bis children by a i^asi wife 
are eligible for franchise provided that they are 
otherwise qualified. 

(iv) Ind genous scheduled tribal residents (i. e. 
Garos, etc.) are eligible as voters. 

(P. S. : The decision cf the Dominion Agent 
or his Assistants about the age of a voter shall 
be final). 

4. Prescribed Date : 

The 3 1 St M .rch 1948 is fixed a ‘ prescriLed 
date” with reference to wl^ich the i-ge of any voter 
is to be calculated. 

5. Candidature : 

(i) A Khasl of .?! years or ov«r is eligible 
to be a candidate

f) The name of tfee Constituency for which h« 
stands as a candidate. 
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P. S, ; The candidate and his supporters shap 
sign or a£Bx their L.T.l’s to the apLcatloo 
together with the date. The supporters 
must be f^rom within the constituency. 

( 2 ) Each candidate shall file an application 
together with deposit of Rji. 20/- which shall be 
credited to the Khasi States Deposit Accounts 
and shall not be refundable. 

( ) Each State also shall contribute Rs.20/- 
for its Head who is the ex-OfficIo Member of 
the Durbar. This ccntrlbution also shall be 
deposited to tlie Deposit Accounts of the 
Kbasl States. 

(4) No candidate shall be allowed to stand for 
more than one Constituency. 

6. Notification of the day of Election : 

(i) The d-te of the election and the Polling 
Station shall be published at least 15 days 
before hand in the constituency. 

(H) The Dominion Asent or his Assistant shall 
publish the dates and places of election. 

7. Conduct of the Election i 

The Dominion Agent and his Assistant shall 
conduct the elections. Rcpresentatlvei of all Political 
Organisations may be present at each Polling Station. 

S. General : 

(I) A voter cannot vote in more than one 
constituency ; and he can choose to vote in a 
place where he is either a resident or where be 
Is a subject of the State concerned.

(iil) Minor details about '^he elections will .be 
decided by the Donr.inion AgCTtt^nd his decision

He can 
exercise his vote in either of the two but not in both. 
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It follow's from the above that no person can 
stand as a Candidate for the constituency where he 
cannot exercise his vote 

It may further te noted that by family residence 
is meant the nearest of km in order of relationship. 

The decision of the Dominion Agent regarding 
the eligibility of a person for candidature by 
virtues of residence or relationship is final. As a 
guiding prif'clple the leni^th f f rctual residence of a 
candidate for tny constituency must not be less 
than 6 months prior to tfie last date fixed for 
filing nomination papers d the nature of relation- 
ship must be in order of its importance, e.g. where 
parents or a wife and children reside or failing either 
where uterine sisters resMe or ftriling such where 
daughters of sac\ sisters reside or failing such 
where cousin sisters reside or failing such where 
daughters of cousin sisters reside. 

Presiding officers and polling assistants who are 
on duty at a polling station where they cannot 
vote can send m ther canes in writing to the 
Presiding Officer of a Station where t/.ey are 
entitled to vote. Sucli Officer should re.d out to 
the candidates the nacres suhmHiwd to idni before 
counting starts. TIo otuer person or persons can 
exercise a vote without physical presence on the 
spot at the scheduled time. 

The method of election in registeri g votes 
will be as that followed in rural areas when Siems, 
Sirdars or Lyngdohs are elected by popular election, 
i.e. by counting each voter on the spot. 
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please publish the above for the information of 
your State.

Toq Members of the Negothtiog Comm'ttee of 
the ConstltutioQ’Mikhig Durbar ruet His Excellency 
the Governor of Assam on the z' ih Septerubcr, 1949, 
In the Durbar Hall, Government House. H s 
Excellency explained that he had given the most 
careful consideration to all that had been represented 
to^ him by the Members of the Negotiating Com- 
mittee, and had the deepest sympithy with their 
aspirations. The de nocratic institutions of the 
Knasi people were p'rt of the very structure of 
Ihefr life ; had been bar'.ded down from gereratton 
to generation ; and could not lightly, therefore be 
disturbed. It was necessary to ensure, in the new 
Constitutional set up, that the Khasi people would be 
able to jjve according to their traditional customs 
and retain those characteristic qualities which i^ere 
the very personal ty of the race. II was in this view 
that H Is Excellency had presented their case to the 
Minis(^y of States during his recent visit to Delhi. 
His ^ecellency had prolonged discussions both 
with the Hon'ble Min ster for States and the 
Political Adviser and was given the fullest assurance 
that the Sixth Schedule would provide for all thft 
was desired by the Khasi neople. The main demand 
of the Khasis had been for a united admlcistrat on 
and an amalgation of the St tes and the non- States 
areas into a single administrative unit The Khasi 
peofde had felt that the divisions as existed at 

f >resent, were purely artificial and divided the people 
n a manner Ihat was prejudicial to their cultural 
and mcterlal growth Now that the Country was 
free, any further dtvi.rloa of the people should be 
eliminated so that all might unite together for the 
common good. The Sixth Schedule gave the Khasi 
people a single administration, and would bring 
HD end to the prev ous distiriction betv. een the States 





and the non States people. All Khaslt woidd, 
hencefortb, be able to work for the common good of 
the people. 

The Members of tte Negotiating Committee 
pointed oiit the desircbitftv of the Khasfs retaining 
their ancient demccrat'c irstitutlons and systems of 
Syiemshlp, His Excellency replied that this was a 
point that he himself h.^dpres'^ed stroigiy with the 
Ministry of S ittes and Impres'^ed upon them the 
Importarce attached the people In general to their 
ancient Institutions. The Hon’ble Minister for States 
assured His Excellency, however, that the Sixth 
Schedule would by no means mean the end of the 
traditional institiuio s, customs and usages of the 
people. The very basis of the Sixth Schedule was 
that the tribal people should decide for themselves, 
and not have decided for them, what usages and 
customs were desira’^>le air'd may be perpetuated. 
The District Courcil had been given ample powers ; 
and, far from there be*ng any question of elimina- 
ting the Sylems and Chiefs, specific provisions had 
been made for them In Section 3, where it was laid 
down that the District council should have power 
to make laws wth respect to their ^appointment 
and success-on. Suril?.*- was the c»se of land water 
rights The power cf ma>fing laws with respect 
to these subjects vested ia the District Council. If, 
again, laws were passed thfct would be decidedly 
prejudjeh 1 to the interest of the people, t^e Governor 
should intervene, as no law would have effc ct until 
it had his approval. 

There were matters of detail in respect of which 
the recoramecdjtion of t;ic Negotiating Committee 
might not tally exactly and In fdenticil terms with 
the provisions laid down in the Sixth Schedule, His 
Excellency explained that. In framing of a Conttl* 
tution, it was not p(>ssiMe or even desirable, to 
con^rlse every single detail of the administrative 
framework. That really mattered was the spirit in 
Which the Constitution was worked. As ImporUiDt 
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as the provisions of the Constitution itself were 
the conventions to the established in Its working. 
For it was more on the working out of healthy 
conventions that on the slavish following of the 
letter of the law, that are really sound, efficient 
and progressive admioistrutfon could be established. 
His Excellency bad full confidence that the Khasl 
people would, in the new set-up, have every op- 
portunity both to fulfil their own individual genius 
and contribute to the growth of the greater body 
of India. The period of trans't'on had been one 
of difficulty ; but the country was, gradually but 
surely, recovering from the unhappy ^fects of 
partition and regaining its balance. Healthy deba- 
ting and discussions were of value, but there would 
always be too much of a g^cd thing, and the time 
had come, now, for action and practical work. 
Argument In itself couid not make the people 
happier end healthier, the happiness and health of 
the people depended on the solid ( ffoit and endeavour 
of every simple Individual to play h's part sincerely 
and to the best of his ability in me common 
Interest. 

His Excellency concluded by urging the Mem- 
bers c f the Negotiating Committee to set aside fee- 
lings of party and cooperate In the work of streng- 
thening the people, both in mind and body. The 
people of me hills were endov ed with qualities that 
were the envy of their brethren in the plains. Those 
qualities would be given the fullest play in me new 
set up and would raise them to a yet higher stature 
in the esteem of me people both of India and of 
me world. His excellency had gceat faith in the 
future of me Khasi people and was confident that 
they would play their part well and truly in the 
building of me Nation. 

Some of the Members of the Negotiating Com* 
mlttee request^ His Excellency to make available 
for the most recent amendments of the Sixth 
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schedule. His Excellercy had not received copies of 
the amendments officially, but assured the Members 
th? t he would request the Ministry of States tele- 
graphically to send copies so that the Members of 
the Negotiating Conaittee might have a clear and 
commprehensive picture of the Constitutional set up 
that had been decided upon by the Constituent 
Assembly for the welfare of people of the Khasi 
Hills.

Memorandum submitted by the Ncgo 
tiating Committee of the Constitution* 
Making Durbar of Khasi States at the 
Conference with His Exoeilency the 
Governor and the Acting Chairman of 
the Drafting ComiLiltce of tbe Corsittaest 
A^rarably. 

TBe Khasi and Jalntia Hills hold the unique 
position of being a frontier of the ’^ominioa of 
India, as tbeir southern boundary impinges on East 
Pakistan. Tbe irdepenous people inhabiting these 
Hills are ent lely different from the rest of India 
as they have d.stinct traditions, culture and civili- 
sation of their own. From time immemorial, the 
area was ruled by Indegeiious democratic rulers 
called '‘Syiem”, ‘‘LyngdoLs” and “Sirdars”, elected 
by the people and subject to deposition by the 
vote of the people Ti e rulers are not hereditary, 
as when one dies or vacate his post the vacancy 
as a rule is filled up by election. 

The British entered into treaties and engage* 
ments with these States as semi-indeperdent States. 
Under the Brit;sh the Khtsis enjojed all tbe.r 
ancient rights and trJvileges and their democratic 
institutions were not interfe ed vitb. One of these 
privileges enjoyed by the people is, that they, and 
not their riders of their States are th^ owners of 
the land Sir Ke’th C mtl'e who has intimate koow- 
ledge of. tt^e Khasi people, having been incharjce 
of the area for a long period of years, in his 
authoritative book “Notes on Khasi Laws” quoting 
from a judgement of Colonel Bivar passed as early 
as 187 writes as follows 

“It is to be observed that the Chiefs in the 
Kbpsl Hills States are not territorial sovereign 
but elected democratic Chiefs and that they 
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have no right whatsoever to the soil, lands In 
theKhasi Hills, belonging to the chll^en of 
the soil, are the property of the owner, for 
right to wluch he is answerable to no Chief 
and for which he pays no land tax of what* 
ever nature and the only person who own 
demand re:t for land Is the proprietor who 
does as he thinks fit with his own and Is subject 

to no control in respect of it. A chief Is 

not a zamindar, he is, as I have said before, 
a democrat'c ruler and as such his power 
extends to the subject and not to the soil ” 

Unfortunately during the British regime, some 
Khasi Villages were allowed to secede from their 
parent States and to declaie themselves ts British 
are^s. But in these Villages, the traditional system 
of land tenure Continues as in tbe State areas. 

On the eve of India’s Independence the Khasi 
rulers formed themselves into a Federation, and 
severally and jointly signed the Instrument of Ac- 
cession to tbe Dominion of India. One of the terms 
of this Instrument is that the seceded villages, 
should be allowed to rejoin their parent States. 

The Constitution Making Durbar formed mainly 
by popular election, was inaugurated by His Excel- 
lency Shr Sri. Prakpsa, Governor of Assam as 
Agent to the Dominion of Indi* on 29th April, 
1949. This Constitution-Making Durbar of the Khasi 
States formally resolved th^t with a view to uni' 
ficatlon of administration of the Khasi and Jaiotia 
Hilts, all non-Ststes areas should be allowed to 
rejoin their parent States and form a Union of 
Khasi and Jalntia Hills preserving therein their 
ancient Institution of .Sylemships, etc., the right of 
the people to the soli as heretofore, and sundry 
other rights. 
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But we find !n the Draft Constitution which 
has passed the second reading, that our traditional 
rights, privileges and institutions, as specified in 
the resolution of the Constitution Making Durbar, 
have not been incorporated. The Committee has 
accordingly submitted the following proiriso through 
the Governor of Assam for incorporation in the 
Constitution of India 

“Provided that nothing in this Constitution sh?ll 
be construed as empowering any authority to 
interfere with, or undermine the democratic 
institutions and the traditional customs and 
usages of the Khasis, nor to diminish their 
traditional rights and privileges.” 

Tire Negotiating Committee earnestly requests 
His Kxcellency the Governor of Assam and the 
Hon’'ble Acting Chairman of the Drafting Committee 
to have the proviso incorporated in the Constitu- 
tion, so that continuance of the Democrat, c System 
of Government peculiar to the Khasi people, as 
well as the protection of their sacred rights and 
special privileges over the soil and sundry other 
rights may be quaranteed.
